DYNAMITE BXPLOSION. 
_ CHINAMAN LOSES HIS MNANDS, 


Last night at 7otlock, o ghastly figure ofa 
‘Chinaman was brought into the Shaukiwan 
‘Police Station, py some boatmen, who reported 
that yesterday moming the invalid was blast- 
ing stone at Leungshauwan, i in the New Ter- 
‘ritory, when an explosion took place, and the 
man was injured.
